Plumb, reviewing in "Labor" th-? award 
of the arbitration board selected to 
determine th value of the properties 
of the Grand Trunk Hallway taken 
over by the Canadian Government, 
points out that this award supports 
the valuation theories advanced by 
the American railway labor organi- 
zations. 


The bord held that the stock of the

CLOSE NATION'S 


"WASHINGTON. Sept. 22—On the 


eve of the biennial convention of the 
Vnlud Mines Workers of America, 
announcement Is made by Warren S. 
Stone that the vote of the four rail- 
way transportation brotherhoods auth- 
orizing a nationwide strike la probably 
98 per cent affirmative—a develop- 
ment which may lead to a general 
•hutdown of the 
mining Industry 


•without action on the part of the or- 
ganized miners. 


In view of this condition, the United 


Mine Workers' convention will have 
to deal with the issue raised at Its 
Cleveland convention in 1919, as to 
forming an alliance with the railroad 
workers to promote the adoption of 
the Plumb Plan for nationalization 
and democratization of railroads and 
mines. 


At Cleveland, the delegates voted 


unanimously for nationalization. They 
Instructed their officers to proceed to 
negotiate an agreement and Joint ac- 
tion with the railroad workers, to en- 
act the Plumb Plan Into law. Presl- 
doent Lewis is' expected to make a 
report on the plans he has made, the 
confrences he has held, and the im- 
mediate outlook for progress in this 
direction. 


A vast majority of the coal miners 


of the United States have suffered 
fiom the failure of the "law of. supply 
and demand" to give them employ- 
ment in their 
industry this year. 


Farmers and small business men have 
had no money with which to buy coal, 
until after the marketing of the sea- 
son's crops. Dealers have waited to 
place orders, hoping fo ra drop In 
prices. 
Lacking orders, the crazy 


system of competitive production ot 
fuel has stood still. Today the pro- 
duction is so far behind the total re- 
quired for the-"wlnter that it would 
be impossible to catch up with the 
need if all the mines were to oprate 
at full capacity for the next four 
months. As the mines cannot operatq 
at full capacity unless railroad car 
supply is adequate, and as the car 
supply is short because the railroads 
have not kept their cars In repair, 
the result Is easily to be foreseen— 
there will he a coal famine, suffering 
and lying propaganda to the effect 
that the coal miners have held up pro- 
duction by "profiteering wages." 


The 98 per cent of the locomotive 


engineers, firemen, trainmen and con- 
ductors Tvho bar authorized their of- 
ficial spokesmen to bring on a strike, 
If necessary to safeguard their stand- 
ard of living, have not definitely or- 
dered a strlk. They still hope to 
avoid one. The United Mine Work- 
ers, by their action in convention, can 
and doubtless will matrially_ assist 
them to present such a front to the 
organized reaction that a break will 
be delayed or prevented. 
It now 


seems likely that tho mine workrs will 
call thaettlnt 
shea 


call the attention of the country to 
the Inhuman and wasteful results of 
competitive operation of coal mines 
this year, and will demand that the 
Government take charge of the opera- 
tion of the railroads at once in order 
that coal production may be resumed 
In time to escape a national disaster 
thru lack of coal. It is not improb- 
able that the convention will also 
demand that the entire fuel industry 
be—as an emergency measure and un- 
der the war powers still possessed by 
President Harding—place under Fed- 
eral operation.
